The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:20  a.m.  with  President  Belanger  presiding  and  the 
Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe.

Machinists  No.  1544,  Springfield  -  Vice  President  McSweeney  reported  that  he  had  communi- 
cated with  the  local  and  his  action  was  concurred  in.    Withdrawal  accepted. 

Pulp,  Sulphite  &  Paper  Workers  No.  564,  Somerville  -  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that 
he  had  contacted  the  local  requesting  them  to  reconsider  their  previous  action 
but  had  not  received  any  further  word  from  them  to  date.   Withdrawal  accepted, 

TWUA  Local  No.  496,  Pittsfield  -  minimum  --  mill  closed  —  withdrawal  accepted. 

RECONFIRMATION  OF  DEPARTMENT  DIRECTORS 

Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  reconfirmation  of  the  Department  Directors 
and  Legal  Counsel  be  held  up  until  the  next  Council  meeting  since  the  Executive  Officers  had 
not  been  able  to  meet  and  discuss  this  matter  and  bring  back  recommendations.    Sec.-Treas. 
Loughlin  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  reconfirmation  of  the  Staff  at  today's  meeting  and 
pointed  out  that  the  reason  the  Executive  Officers  had  been  unable  to  get  together  for  a  meet- 
ing was  due  to  a  strike  within  Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe's  union.     He  also  stated  that 
he  would  make  a  financial  report  and  that  the  records  at  the  office  were  open  to  every  Council 
member  and  that  the  door  to  his  office  has  always  been  open  to  everyone.    He  further  stated 
that  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  Staff  to  hold  up  their  reconfirmation  for  another  month ,  and 
that  he  hoped  the  motion  would  be  defeated.    Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  explained 
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^to  the  Council  about  their  strike  which  involves  over  1200  members.    He  remarked  that  he  had 
received  two  communications  from  the  State  Council  office  on  the  same  day  which  could  have 
been  sent  in  one  envelope,  and  pointed  out  that  these  matters  must  be  discussed  with  the 
Staff.    Many  vice  presidents  expressed  the  view  that  since  the  Executive  Officers  had  been 
unable  to  meet  and  discuss  the  financial  situation  and  to  meet  with  the  Staff  that  the  recon- 
firmation should  be  held  up  until  the  next  meeting.    Vice  President  O'Donnell  stated  that  she 
saw  no  reason  why  the  Staff  shouldn't  be  reappointed  at  today's  meeting  and  thdrthe  Officers 
could  still  meet  with  the  Staff  and  bring  back  a  report.    President  Belanger  pointed  out  that 
perhaps  the  Staff  might  not  like  the  changes  that  will  have  to  be  made  and  they  might  want 
to  sever  their  connections  with  the  Council.    Vice  President  Friedman  reminded  the  Council 
that  the  Constitution  states  that  the  reconfirmation  of  the  Department  Directors  and  Legal 
Counsel  should  take  place  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  Convention,  and  stated  further  that 
if  it  were  found  that  one  man  could  perform  two  jobs  a  change  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
Constitution  since  it  spells  out  that  there  should  be  one  Director  of  each  Department,  and 
that  there  should  definitely  be  a  meeting  of  the  Officers  with  the  Staff  but  that  they  should 
be  reconfirmed  today.    Vice  President  Deady  spoke  in  favor  of  reappointing  the  Staff  at  today's 
meeting.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  a  communication  from  Vice  President  DiNunno  explaining 
why  he  could  not  attend  today's  Council  meeting  and  recording  himself  as  in  favor  of  the 
reconfirmation  of  the  Staff.    President  Belanger  ruled  that  voting  by  proxy  was  not  allowed. 
Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  in  the  financial  report  he  would  make  he  would  show 
that  the  Council  figures  have  been  reversed  and  we  would  soon  be  operating  in  the  black 
again.    After  further  discussion  participated  in  by  many  of  the  Council  members,  an  Australian 

^  ballot  was  taken  on  the  motion  that  reconfirmation  of  the  Department  Directors  and  Legal 
Counsel  be  held  up  until  the  next  Council  meeting  in  order  that  the  Executive  Officers  may 
meet  with  the  Staff  and  bring  back  a  report.    Motion  defeated.    Vice  President  Hunt  questioned 
the  results  of  the  Australian  ballot  and  a  standing  vote  was  then  taken  which  showed  the 
vote  to  be  correct.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  made  a  motion 
and    Legal  Counsel  be  reconfirmed  for  the  ensuing  year,    Unaiiimously  voted.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 


that  the  Department  Directors 


Sec.-Treas,  Loughlin  expressed  his  desire  that  the  Executive  Officers  could  get  together  for 
a  meeting  shortly.    He  went  over  the  financial  reports  since  merger  and  gave  estimated 
figures  for  January  through  June  of  1964.    He  pointed  out  that  by  cutting  expenses  incurred 
by  travel,  purchasing  tickets,  etc.    the  Council  would  end  up  in  the  black  again.    He  said 
that  wehad  gained  many  new  locals  and  lost  only  a  few.    President  Belanger  spoke  about  the 
Secretary- Treasurer's  Report  to  the  last  Convention  and  read  a  communication  he  had  sent 
to  the  Sec.-Treas.  regarding  fiancial  problems.    He  related  to  the  Council  the  operational 
expenses  ending  June  30,  1963,    He  also  read  a  report  sent  to  him  by  the  Sec.-Treas,  in 
answer  to  his  communication.    There  was  some  discussion  on  the  Convention  expenses  which 
have  been  increasing  each  year,  and  also  about  per  capita  tax.    Vice  President  Friedman 
made  a  motion  that  the  President's  report  and  the  Sec.-Treas.   report  be  mimeographed  and 
sent  to  the  Council  members.    After  further  discussion  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the 
motion  to  have  the  reports  and  the  communications  concerning  the  financial  reports  mimeo- 

j  graphed  and  sent  to  the  Council  members.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept  the  Sec.-Treas.'

A  Roll  Call  was  then  taken. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:30  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:40  p.m. 
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COMMUNICATIONS 

From  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council  endorsing  Oscar  R.  Pratt  for  appointment  to  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board.    From  lUE  Local  201  endorsing  Edward  McMahon  and  from  So.  Essex  Labor 
Council  endorsing  William  Spears  for  appointment  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.    President 
Belanger  spoke  about  the  Council's  policy  on  submitting  one  name  to  the  Governor  and  cited 
incidents  which  have  put  him  in  the  middle  due  to  this  policy.    Executive  Vice  President 
O'Keefe  suggested  that  this  matter  be  held  up  until  the  next  Council  meeting  and  favored 
sending  all  names  received  relative  to  appointments  to  the  Governor.    Vice  President  Brunelle 
pointed  out  that  the  names  sent  in  from  the  Western  part  of  the  State  are  not  being  given  fair 
consideration  and  made  a  motion  that  on  all  state  positions  which  the  Council  is  interested 
in,  all  names  should  be  sent  in  as  received  and  the  Council  would  not  choose  one  name. 
Many  vice  presidents  expressed  their  views  on  this  question  and  President  Belanger  pointed 
out  that  the  Governor  had  stated  that  he  would  be  reluctant  not  to  appoint  an  endorsee  from 
the  State  AFL-CIO.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  anyone  seeking  a 
position  and  further  stated  that  he  had  informed  the  Governor  that  the  Council  would  like 
four  representatives  on  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.    It  was  pointed  out  that  the  former 
Mass,  Federation  of  Labor's  policy  on  appointments  had  been  to  submit  three  names  to  the 
Governor.    After  further  discussion  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  that  the  Council  policy 
be  changed  to  refer  all  names  submitted  to  the  Governor.    Motion  carried.    Vice  President 
Roberts  then  made  a  motion  that  the  three  names  (Oscar  R.  Pratt,  Edward  McMahon,  and 
William  Spears)  be  submitted  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  to  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board.    Voted.    President  Belanger  stated  that  any  other  names  that  come  in  have  to  be 
brought  before  the  Council  before  they  can  be  submitted  to  the  Governor. 

Vice  President  Hunt  made  a  motion  that  we  go  on  record  as  endorsing  the  Leather  Workers 
strike  and  wish  them  well.    Voted, 

President  Belanger  announced  that  there  were  several  pieces  of  important  legislation  which 
are  to  be  heard  on  Tuesday,  January  21  in  Room  237  of  the  State  House  at  10:30  a.m.    Among 
these  are  the  bills  to  Provide  Unemployment  Benefits  after  a  Period  (six  weeks)  in  a  Labor 
Dispute  and  Clarification  of  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Law  (unemployment  to  continue 
if  a  person  is  ill) . 

RESOLUTIONS  - 

Vice  President  Pratt  reported  for  the  Subcommittee  on  Resolutions  and  stated  that  the  Sub- 
committee recommended  non- concurrence  with  referral  to  the  Taxation  Committee  for  consid- 
eration for  Resolution  No.  36  -  Opposition  to  Taxes  in  Hotel  Industry.    After  some  discussion 
it  was  voted  to  accept  the  Subcommittee  report  on  Resolution  No.  36.    Vice  President  Pratt 
stated  that  the  Subcommittee  had  no  recommendation  on  Resolution  No.  39  -  Fluoridation, 
but  recommended  that  the  Sec.-Treas.  invite  Mr.  Lopenzo,  who  had  opposed  this  resolution 
at  the  Convention,  to  attend  the  next  Council  meeting  at  12  noon  to  give  his  views.    Voted, 
Resolution  No.  40  -  Eight  in  Ten  Hour  Day  for  Workers  in  Street  Railway  Industry  -  Subcom- 
mittee recommended  concurrence.    Voted  approved.     It  was  then  voted  to  refer  the  other 
resolutions  which  the  Subcommittee  are  to  report  on  until  the  next  Council  meeting.

Remedies.    After  further  discussion,  it  was  voted  that  we  record  ourselves  in  favor  of  this 
proposal.

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It  was  pointed  out  that  a  copy  of  the  letter  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Governor  from  the 
United  Steelworkers  of  America  concerning  the  explosion  at  the  Thompson  Chemical  Company 
had  been  sent  to  us .    Vice  President  Friedman  made  a  motion  that  we  advise  the  Governor 
of  our  interest  in  the  Committee  that  is  investigating  this  case.    Vice  President  Anctil  remarked 
about  the  events  which  led  to  this  explosion,  after  which  the  motion  was  voted  approved, 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  thanked  the  entire  Council  for  his  reappointment.    He  explained  that  many 
bills  have  been  filed  to  permit  right-to-work  legislation  in  this  state.    Director  Broyer  men- 
tioned that  there  has  been  a  rumor  that  his  expenses  were  $25,000  which  is  not  at  all  true. 
He  spoke  about  the  problems  they  are  having  with  the  Legislators ,    It  was  then  voted  to  accept 
the  report; 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  the  COPE  Department  expenses  come  out  of  the  COPE 
Account.    Director  Cass  explained  further  and  spoke  about  COPE  monies. 

Vice  President  Pratt  also  spoke  about  the  many  problems  we  would  encounter  in  this  legislative 
year.    He  reported  that  the  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council  would  be  holding  their  Regional 
Conference    on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  February. 

^Director  Cass  reported  that  he  has  been  working  on  setting  up  Regional  Conferences. 

Vice  President  McLaughlin  spoke  about  the  wonderful  job  Director  Kable  had  done  on  the 
Memorial  Newsletter  to  President  John  F.  Kennedy.    It  was  voted  to  go  on  record  as  thanking 
Director  Kable  for  a  job  well  done. 

Meeting  adjourned  4:20  p.m.

changed  to    "consideration".    The  Minutes  of  the  January  16th  meeting  were  then  approved 
with  the  aforementioned  changes . 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Officers  meet  with  the  Governor 
to  apprise  him  of  the  Council's  action  on  submitting  names  to  him  for  consideration  of 
appointments,  which  is  to  be  followed  up  by  a  communication  to  him  to  this  affect.    Voted, 

There  was  some  discussion  about  information  which  is  being  given  out  to  the  newspapermen 
regarding  the  Council's  action  at  meetings,  etc.

Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  informed  the  Council  that  their  strike  (LWU)  had  ended 
February  8th  and  thanked  the  Council  members  for  their  assistance. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary- Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  the  motion  to  have  the  financial  reports  sent  to 
the  Council  members  had  been  complied  with.    There  was  some  discussion  about  the  deficit 
of  the  Council.    Vice  President  Hunt  recommended  that  in  the  area  of  scholarships  and 
expenses  the  greatest  savings  could  be  made,  and  that  maybe  some  of  the  Departments 
have  to  be  merged.    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  the  Council  gets  a  great 
deal  of  credit  from  the  scholarship  and  doesn't  wish  to  discontinue  it.    He  also  explained 
that  since  he  became  Secretary- Treasurer  we  have  more  locals  affiliated  than  before  he 
took  the  position.    He  stated  that  we  have  115  locals  less  now  then  when  we  merged.    He 
mentioned  that  the  Council  should  cut  down  on  purchasing  tickets,  and  spoke  about  getting 
locals  to  reaffiliate.    He  stated  further  that  the  average  per  capita  tax  is  13<J  per  member 
per  month.    President  Belanger  spoke  at  length  about  financial  problems  and  stated  that  v/e 
have  carried  out  the  mandate  of  the  Convention  which  called  for  the  Executive  Officers  to 
review  the  financial  structure,  and  from  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report  we  can  continue 
to  go  along  the  way  we  are  now,  and  accejt  the  report  as  one  of  progress.    Vice  President 
^  Friedman  made  a  motion  that  further  clarification  by  the  Executive  Officers  be  made  on  the 
following  items:    donations  and  contributions;    cost  of  Council  meetings;    lost  time  pay  end 
travel  expenses;    travel  and  entertainment  of  the  Legislative  Department;  convention  rental, 
rooms,  meals,  tips;    postage;    and  telephone  and  telegraph.    Vice  President  Olerio  recom- 
mended that  the  Secretary- Treasurer  submit  a  projected  budget  of  the  four  Departments, 
After  a  lengthy  discussion  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  Report  as  one  of  progress  and  that  the 
Secretary- Treasurer  bring  back  a  projected  budget  report  of  the  four  Departments  and  the 
Executive  Officers  to  further  clarify  the  items  mentioned  by  Vice  President  Friedman, 

It  was  announced  by  Secretary- Treasurer  Loughlin  that  Director  Kable  was  confined  to  the 
Salem  Hospital  due  to  illness. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  spoke  briefly  about  the  problems  IBEW  Local  1505  is  having 
in  regard  to  losing  contracts  and  that  they  wish  our  assistance.    Invited  guests  from  Local 
1505  were  introduced,  among  them  were:    Irving  Fletcher,  Donald  Leahy,  and  James 
MuUoney,  President.    Mr.  MuUoney  spoke  about  the  problems  of  job  losses  and  of  keeping 
work  in  Massachusetts.    He  stated  that  Officers  from  the  local  had  been  down  to  Washington 
and  talked  with  Congressional  delegates  to  attempt  to  put  pressure  to  keep  work  in  this 
state  and  stop  job  losses,  and  he  requested  that  the  Council  assist  them  in  this  matter. 
The  other  invited  guests  spoke  briefly  on  these  problems.    Vice  President  Deady  told  the 
Officers  of  Local  1505  to  contact  Local  103  of  the  building  trades  and  they  will  do  what  they 
can  to  put  pressure  on  the  Congressmen  to  get  cortracts  and  keep  jobs  in  Massachusetts,

Director  Broyer  informed  the  Council  that  the  Strike  Assistance  Bill  had  been  defeated  95  to 
123  votes;    also  that  the  sickness  disability  bill  had  been  defeated.    He  stated  that  most 
other  bills  were  either  in  the  Senate  Ways  &  Means  Committee  or  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.

He  gave  comparisons  between  this  year's  finances  and  last  year's.    There  was  a  discussion 
about  the  Executive  Officers  spending  their  own  money  when  on  official  business;  also  lost 
time  pay  for  vice  presidents.    After  much  discussion  on  lost  time  pay  for  vice  presidents 
and  expenses  of  Council  meetings ,  Vice  President  Deady  made  a  motion  that  a  Committee 
be  appointed  to  look  into  these  financial  expenses.    It  was  voted  that  the  following 
Committee  check  into  these  expenses:    Vice  President  Friedman,  Vice  President  Hunt,  Vice 
President  McSweeney,  and  Vice  President  O'Donnell.

SPECIAL  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Vice  President  McSweeney  reported  that  the  Committee  (consisting  of  Vice  Presidents  Hunt, 
Friedman,  O'Donnell,  and  McSweeney)  had  met  at  the  Council  office  and  examined  the 
finances.    He  thanked  Mrs.  Balo^:jh,  the  Council  bookkeeper,  for  all  the  assistance  and  help 
she  had  rendered  to  the  Committee.    Vice  President  Friedman  made  the  financial  report  for 
the  Committee  and  explained  in  detail  the  expenses  dealing  with:    tickets  and  contributions , 
cost  of  Executive  Council  meetings  and  vice  presidents  lost  time  pay  and  travel  expenses , 
travel  and  entertainment  of  the  Legislative  Department    (on  this  item  it  was  pointed  out  that 
there  are  vouchers  for  ail  expenses  and  it  was  suggested  that  perhaps  Department  Directors 
should  have  individual  meal  vouchers),  and  convention  expenses.    Vice  President  Friedman 
also  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  tickets  is  more  for  this  year  than  last  year,  and  that  the 
staff  has  not  had  a  salary  increase  in  four  years.    He  also  thanked  the  office  staff  for  their 
assistance  to  the  Committee. 

Execvitive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  the  Committee's  Report  and  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer's Report  be  accepted.    Voted.    Vice  President  Lewis  pointed  out  that  he  is 
no  longer  collecting  lost  time  pay  expenses  for  Council  meetings. 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  suggested  that  a  committee  be  formed  to  look  into  the  possibility 
of  llie  staff  and  office  help  receiving  a  salary  increase.    He  explained  that  the  office  staff 
has  been  cut  dov/n  and  that  the  girls  have  a  heavy  work  load.    He  said  that  in  the  last  few 
months  the  Council  has  gained  34  locals  and  lost  8.    Vice  President  Pratt  questioned  the 
cost  of  clerical  salaries  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  cost  would  be  less  this  year  due  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  now  less  girls.    Vice  President  Hunt  suggested  that  the  Council  await 
the  auditor's  report  before  giving  any  pay  increases.    Other  vice  presidents  spoke  on  this 
matter  and  agreed  with  Vice  President  Hunt's  suggestion. 

Vice  President  Olerio  requested  permission  to  speak.    It  was  then  voted  to  suspend  the 
regular  order  of  business  in  order  that  Vice  President  Olerio  could  address  the  Council,    Vice 
President  Olerio  stated  that  he  was  informed  that  an  Industrial  Union  Department  charter  has 
been  issued  for  Massachusetts,     He  said  that  the  application  for  the  charter  had  been  made 
on  January  14th,  1964  containing  15  names  representing  13  unions  and  that  of  the  names,  7 
ware  members  of  the  Council.    He  stated  further  that  his  union  had  not  been  contacted  In  this 
matter  and  that  many  other  unions  had  hot  been  either.    He  explained  that  he  was  not  criti- 
cizing the  issuance  of  the  charter  and  not  criti'.-:'.zing  the  Council  members  that  signed  the 
cppUcation,  but  that  the  other  Council  members  should  have  been  aware  of  this  application. 
He  said  there  was  to  be  a  meeting  on  May  6th  to  elect  temporary  officers  of  the  lUD,    He 
stated  that  the  issuance  of  this  charter  had  nothing  to  do  with  Walter  Reuther  or  the  UAW, 
President  Belanger  explained  that  a  departmental  charter  is  issued  through  National  AFL-CIO 
and  that  eny  protests  to  this  charter  should  be  made  to  the  proper  party.    Vice  President 
Murray  spoke  about  the  need  for  an  lUD  in  Massachusetts  to  assist  in  legislative  matters. 
President  Belanger  stated  that  this  Council  has  no  right  to  discuss  the  issue  of  a  depart- 
^pental  charter.    Vice  President  Friedman  stated  that  this  Council  has  the  right  to  discuss 
any  matter  which  concerns  the  unity  of  the  labor  movement ,  arri  that  he  was  against  anything 
which  might  lead  to  the  splitting  of  an  organization.    He  spoke  at  length.    Many  vice  presi- 
dents commented  on  this  matter.    Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  pointed  out  that  an  lUD 
in  Massachusetts  would  help  relieve  the  pressures  on  legislation  that  are  now  there,  and 
that  those  unions  affiliated  with  lUD  on  the  national  level  with  locals  in  Massachusetts 
v^'ill  be  contacted  about  the  Conference  to  be  held  May  6th, 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  on  the  State  Council  office  lease  which  is  due  to 
expire  June  30th,  1964.

Vice  President  McMahon 
wished  to  be  recorded  as  opposed.    Education  Report  voted  accepted.

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Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  also  reported  that  there  are  a  number  of  locals  who  ere  to  be

^been  paid  by  then.    He  stated  that  these  locals  would  be  notified  of  this  action  to  be  taken. 
He  made  a  motion  that  the  delinquent  locals  be  suspended  June  30th  according  to  the  Consti- 
tution if  they  have  not  paid  their  arrearage  by  that  date,     Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Affiliation,  reported  that  the  Committee  had 
met  last  week  and  that  the  Council  has  gained  quite  a  few  new  locals  and  hoped  that  we 
would  not  lose  a  number  of  locals  through  suspensions.    He  thanked  the  staff  for  their 
assistance  in  gaining  new  locals.    He  mentioned  that  there  are  approximately  1,025  locals 
affiliated  with  the  Council  at  present  and  approximately  500  locals  which  are  not,  and  further 
stated  that  many  affiliated  locals  are  not  paying  on  their  true  membership.

Vice  President 
Magliozzi  pointed  out  that  their  International  Union  requires  all  of  their  locals  to  affiliate 
with  State  AFL-CIO's.    Director  Broyer  reported  that  he  has  contacted  all  AFSC  &  ME  locals 
in  Massachusetts  requesting  them  to  join  the  State  Labor  Council.    It  was  then  voted  to 
adopt  Secretary- Treasurer  Loughlin's  motion  and  also  to  accept  his  report.

Mr.  Callahan  requested 
that  the  Council  send  out  communications  to  affiliates  and  contact  the  newspapers  regarding

they  go  to  Washington  about  this  matter  that  someone  from  the  Council  go  along  to  assist

From  Boston  City  Hospital  regarding  tour.    It  was  announced  that  any  Council  member  wishing 
to  take  the  tour  may  by  stating  that  they  are  members  of  the  State  Labor  Council. 

EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Vice  President  Roberts,  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Research  had  met  and  made  the  following  recommendations. , ,  .that  we  endorse  the  sup- 
plementary budget  bill  for  the  Labor-Education  Program  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
and  that  the  Executive  Officers  meet  with  the  Governor  as  soon  as  possible  to  make  our  action 
known,  also  that  the  Legislative  Department  be  utilized  in  helping  to  get  this  item  in  the 
supplementary  budget  approved.    The  Committee  also  recommended  that  we  authorize  the 
Education  Director  to  have  a  seminar  on  taxation  at  the  Labor  Institute  and  that  Executive  Vice 
President  O'Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  Taxation  Committee,  lead  this  seminar.    It  was  then 
r^/oted  to  adopt  these  recommendations  of  the  Committee.    Committee  report  was  voted  accepted 
as  progressive. 

Vice  President  Olerio  announced  that  a  one-day  Conference  on  Mental  Health  would  be  held 
on  June  12th  and  that  the  Retail  Clerks  Union  was    going  to  contribute  $500  to  the  Conference 
for  the  expense  of  the  speaker  and  that  the  UAW  is  paying  the  remainder  of  the  cost.    He 
requested  that  the  Council  endorse  this  Conference  which  will  have  many  mental  health  experts 
in  attendance.    It  was  then  voted  to  concur  in  the  request. 

Vice  President  Olerio  made  a  motion  that  the  Council  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  Dental 
Bill  Senate  #282*    It  was  then  voted  to  adopt  the  motion. 

Vice  President  Olerio  spoke  about  the  Blue  Ribbon  Commission  that  has  been  studying  hospital 
costs  and  the  laws  which  apply  to  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  for  almost  two  years.    He  stated 
that  the  Social  Security  Committee  recommends  that  we  tentatively  endorse  the  Commission's 
recommendations.    He  spoke  about  the  high  costs  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield,  and  suggested 
that  we  oppose  the  hospitals' endeavors  to  have  the  people  pay  the  bad  debts,  etc.    He  stated 
further  that  he  would  have  a  more  detailed  report  on  this  when  he  receives  the  600-page  report. 
A  motion  was  then  made  to  approve  the  recommendation  of  opposition  of  hospital  claims ,  and 
that  we  await  the  600-page  report  and  further  recommendations  of  the  Committee  when  report 
is  received,    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  spoke  about  rising  hospital  costs,  etc.    Vice 
President  Pratt  stated  that  no  one  knows  what  the  agreement  is  between  Blue  Cross-Blue 
JUhield  and  the  American  Hospital  Association.    He  also  stated  that  private  insurance  plans 
pay  the  full  hospital  cost  which  they  are  billed  for  whereas  Blue  Cross  only  pay  a  part  ,    After 
further  discussion.  Vice  President  Friedman  suggested  that  the  Social  Security  Committee  check 
and  try  to  find  out  what  the  actual  hospital  costs  are  and  report  their  findings  back  to  the 
Council  before  September.    Other  vice  presidents  commented  on  this  matter  and  it  was  then 
voted  to  accept  Vice  President  Olerio' s  report. 
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Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  thanked  the  Council  for  their  morale  assistance  for  the 
^families  of  the  fire  victims     of  the  LWU  in  Peabody. 

Vice  President  Hunt  reported  that  the  Housing  Committee  has  been  meeting  frequently  during 
the  year  but  that  they  would  not  meet  this  month. 

Vice  President  Accardi  commended  Vice  President  Olerio,  Chairman  of  the  Social  Security 
Committee,  for  his  work  in  that  field.    It  was  voted  that  the  Chairman  be  applauded  for  his 
work  as  Chairman  of  the  Social  Security  Committee. 

Vice  President  Murray  spoke  about  the  Oral  Discovery  Procedures  by  Statute  Bill  and  stated 
further  that  he  has  recorded  his  organization  and  himself  as  opposed  to  it.      He  suggested 
that  the  Council  also  stand  opposed  to  it.    Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  spoke  about  the 
Tufts  Assembly  at  which  this  matter  had  been  discussed  and  suggested  that  we  refer  this 
matter  to  our  attorney  for  recommendation.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  the  Council's  fiscal  year  ends  June  30,  1964  and 
that  quite  a  few  locals  were  to  be  suspended  due  to  per  capita  tax  arrearage.  He  also  s-'i'-c' 
that  he  thought  the  Council  was  in  good  shape  financially  and  that  the  annual  audit  was  al- 
ready started.  Vice  President  Hunt  suggested  that  the  Council  have  a  "good  cause  fund"  of 
approximately  $4,000  out  of  which  the  cost  of  tickets  and  contributions  would  come.  There 
was  some  discussion  on  this  question  after  which  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report  was  voted 
accepted.

Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Resolutions,  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin,  reported  on 
Resolution  No.  4  —  Subcommittee  recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  4  -  Protection 
of  the  Consumer.    It  was  voted  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  4. 
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Resolution  No.  34  -  Contribution  to  Union  Label  Drawing  —  Subcommittee  recommended  non- 
concurrence.    Vice  President  Buffum  spoke  in  favor  of  this  resolution.    There  was  a  question 
as  to  whether  this  resolution  had  already  been  acted  on  at  the  Convention  and  it  was  voted 
to  check  into  the  Proceedings  of  the  Convention  and  not  act  on  it  at  this  time . 
Resolution  No.  35  -  Amending  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  — Subcommittee  recommended 
adoption.    Vice  President  Pratt  and  others  spoke  in  opposition  to  this  resolution.    Council 
then  voted  non-concurrence  of  this  resolution. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  the  Council  office  lease  has  been  signed  and  that 
the  office  has  been  painted  and  cleaned  up  and  new  lights  had  been  installed. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Vice  President  Olerio  distributed  a  lengthy  written  report  on  a  prepaid  comprehensive  group 
medical  program  and  spoke  in  detail  about  it.    He  reported  that  Mr.  Steinman,  hired  by  the 
Social  Security  Committee  of  the  Council/  to  make  a  study  of  medical  care  services ,  is  pre- 
pared to  go  ahead  and  work  with  local  unions  and  then  to  negotiate  with  doctors ,  etc.  to  go 
further  on  this  program  and  to  start  this  program  with  approximately  5,000  members.    He 
suggested  that  we  have  local  unions  endorse  and  accept  this  program.    Mr.  Steinman  was 
introduced  and  answered  questions  concerning  this  program,    A  lengthy  discussion  regarding 
this  program  and  the  setting  up  of  it  took  place .    Vice  President  Rush  made  a  motion  that  the 
Chairman  set  up  a  Committee  to  be  made  up  of  members  from  the  Boston  area  together  with 
Officers  from  Boston  area  labor  councils  —  Boston,  Lynn,  Middlesex,  and  Norfolk  —  to 
^'assist  in  working  out  plans  for  such  a  program.    It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  motion  and  to  also 
include  in  the  Committee  any  AFL-CIO  international  unions  who  wish  to  participate. 

President  Belanger  announced  that  the  Civil  Rights  Committee  wished  to  have  the  pamphlet 
"the  Extremists"  printed  by  the  National  AFL-CIO  distributed.    It  was  voted  to  distribute  and

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Vice  President  Friedman  reported  for  the  Special  Committee  which  met  with  the  Division  of 
Employment  Security  regarding  aptitude  tests  that  they  have  been  giving  job  applicants .. 
After  explaining  in  detail  about  the  meeting  he  stated  that  the  Committee  recommends  that 
we  maintain  close  liaison  with  this  program  and  that  the  problems  involved  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Labor  Members  of  the  Advisory  Board  for  their  information,  action,  and 
surveillance.    Vice  President  O'Donnell  and  others  spoke  concerning  this  matter.    Report 
accepted  as  progressive  and  recommendations  adopted.    Copy  of  report  by  Special  Committee 
to  be  sent  to  respective  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  to  the  Executive  Officers . 

COMMUNITY  SERVICES  REPORT 

Vice  President  O'Donnell,  Chairman  of  the  Community  Services  Committee,  reported  on  the 
Conference  of  the  National  AFL-CIO  which  had  been  held  recently.    Chairman  O'Donnell 
reported  that  the  Community  Services  Committee  recommends  that  the  Council  go  on  record 
as  opposed  to  a  second  fund  raising  campaign  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  National 
Health  Fund  and  that  if  the  Council  accepts  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  it  be 
further  recommended  that  the  Council  notify  President  George  Meany  of  National  AFL-CIO, 
all  central  labor  councils  in  Massachusetts ,  all  state  labor  councils  and  all  other  interested 
\  parties  of  its  action.    Report  and  recommendations  voted  adopted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  many  bills  have  been  enacted  into  law  for  the  benefit  of  labor 
Uix6  session  —  among  some  of  them  are:    increasing  benefits  to  widows  and  children  of 
employers  killed  in  industrial  accidents;    when  a  legal  holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday  state 
employees  may  have  the  preceding  day  off  without  loss  of  pay;    non-profit  institutions  may 
elect  to  provide  coverage  under  the  Employment  Security  Act  for  their  employees;  and  clari- 
fying the  Unemployment  Compensation  Law.     He  further  stated  that  among  those  bills  still 
pending  in  the  Senate  are:    $1.25  to  $1.35  minimum  wage;    collective  bargaining  for  municipal 
employees;    and  S.  933  (An  Act  to  include  supplementary  unemployment  benefit  fund  payments 
in  the  established  wage  rate  to  be  paid  on  public  construction  projects)  has  been  enacted 
into  law.    Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  commended  Director  Broyer  for  passing  this 
legislation.    Report  accepted  as  progressive. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  REPORT 

Director  Lavigne  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  program  for  the  Labor  Institute  to  be  held 
this  weekend  at  Amherst.    He  also  reported  that  Governor  Peabody  will  be  present  at  the 
Institute  on  Sunday  morning.    Report  accepted.

Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  reported  for  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  check  into 
the  matter  of  allowing  foreign  labor  to  be  brought  in  to  this  country  and  to  be  paid  lower  wage 
rates  in  the  machinists  field.      He  stated  that  the  Committee  recommends  that  we  write  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  and  the  Massachusetts  Senators  and  Congressmen  concerning  this  problem 
and  that  a  permanent  Committee  be  set  up  to  keep  abreast  of  this  situation.    President 
Belanger  commented  on  this  question. 
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COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  reported  that  the  Gompers-Murray  Dinner  netted  approximately  $5,000,  He 
also  reported  that  National  COPE  will  send  $15,000  if  we  raise  half  that  amount.  He  recom- 
mended that  a  communication  be  sent  to  ail  locals  urging  them  to  contibute  to  the  COPE  fund 
and  also  notifying  them  of  the  newly  redistricted  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  He 
commented  on  the  Democratic  State  Convention  and  about  the  Democratic  platform  reaffirming 
their  position  that  they  are  against  a  sales  tax,  general  or  limited.  Vice  President  Friedman 
commended  Director  Cass  and  Executive  Vice  President  0*Keefe  for  their  untiring  work  on  the 
Democratic  platform.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept  the  COPE  report  and  recommendations. 

President  Belanger  reported  in  detail  the  proceedings  of  the  Textile  Workers  International 
Convention  held  a  few  weeks  ago.    He  explained  about  the  election  wherein  he  was  a  can- 
didate for  the  Presidency  of  the  International  and  that  he  had  been  defeated.    He  further 
commented  on  the  letter  he  received  from  President  Pollack  telling  him  that  he  was  being 
relieved  of  his  duties.    President  Belanger  stated  that  he  is  preceding  under  their  Constitu- 
tion to  file  a  grievance  and  expects  to  reverse  this  decision.    He  spoke  about  newspaper 
reports  on  these  and  other  matters, 

A  roil  call  was  taken.

Voted  received  and  placed  on 
file. 

From  President  Meany  advising  that  he  would  be  unable  to  attend  our  Seventh  Annual  Con- 
vention and  recommending  that  the  Council  invite  David  Sullivan,  President  of  the  Building 
Service  Employees  Union  to  address  the  Con^/ention.. 

COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  distributed  COPE  literature  to  the  Council  members  and  explained  that  it  was 
available  for  mass  distribution.    He  spoke  in  detail  about  the  registration  campaign  .and 
pointed  out  that  the  State  GOP^  C o^ m. '.'•.'': a ^  raeet'ng  would  be  held  Saturday,  September  19 
at  10;00  a.m.  and  that  the  Endorsing  Conference  would  be  held  the  same  afternoon  at  2:00 
p.m.      Director  Cass  spoke  about  the  meeting  with  Lieutenant  Governor  Francis  X.  Bellottt, 
Democratic  candidate  for  Governor,  and  explained  that  the  Republican  candidate  for  Governor, 
John  Volpe,had  not  been  able  to  meet  with  them  as  yet.    He  commented  on  the  primary  elec- 
tion.   It  was  then  voted  to  purchase  50  copies  of  the  book,  "From  A  to  Z  on  Goldwater" ,    A 
discussion  then  ensued  on  campaign  buttons,  etc, ,  and  COPE  monies,    COPE  report  accepted. 

President  Belanger  announced  that  the  letter  which  had  just  been  distributed  to  the  Council 
members  present,  told  of  his  decision  of  not  seeking  re-election  as  President  of  the  Council 
and  the  reasons  for  it.    He  pointed  out  that  he  had  been  President  of  the  former  CIO  Council 
for  10  years  and  President  of  the  merged  organization  for  the  past  6  years .     Vice  President 
Hunt  expressed  his  regrets  that  President  Belanger  would  not  be  seeking  re-election.    He 
then  made  a  motion  that  this  Council  wish  him  well  and  give  our  unqualified  support  to  any 
endeavor  for  which  he  seeks.    Voted.    It  was  then  voted  that  the  other  Executive  Officers 
work  out  some  token  to  give  to  President  Belanger,  and  that  an  appropriate  resolution  of 
thanks  be  drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the  Convention,    President  Belanger  pointed  out  that 
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he  has  never  sought  any  position  while  working  for  the  TWUA  and  that  he  has  been  without  a 
job  since  the  first  of  July.    He  stated  that  Governor  Peaboy  had  asked  him  that  morning  to 
accept  the  position  as  Director  of  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  that  he  had  con- 
sented to  having  the  Governor  submit  his  name  for  this  position  today.    After  lengthy  discus- 
sion a  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  passed  that  President  J.  William  Belanger 
is  hereby  relieved  of  all  duties  relative  to  political  activity  and  that  on©  of  the  two  Exec*  Vice 
Presidents  along  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  be  authorized  to  sign  all  checks  and  necessary 
papers  for  the  COPE  and  Voter  Registration  accounts .    Vice  President  Lewis  then  made  a 
motion  that  President  Belanger  be  endorsed  for  appointment  as  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Employment  Security  and  that  a  communication  to  this  effect  be  transmitted  immediately. 
Voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  he  had  attended  and  spoke  in  favor  of  a  salary  increase  for 
welfare  workers  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  at  a  hearing  of  the  V\Aelfare 
Commission  of  which  Mr,  Finnegan,  Civil  Service  Commissioner,  is  the  Chairman.    He  also 
reported  that  he  has  been  trying  to  get  many  locals  to  reaffiliate  and  mentioned  that  maybe 
the  Council  should  waive  the  per  capita  tax  of  locals  that  owe  for  many  years  and  that  now 
wish  to  reaffiliate.    Report  accepted. 

EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Lavigne  reported  on  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  scholarship  winners.    They 
^were:    Bernard  Murphy  winner  of  the  Robert  J.  Watt  Fellowship,  Charles  W.  McCracken 

winner  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO  Memorial  Fellowship,  and  Malcolm 
Y.  MacKinnon  winner  of  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Alumni  Fellowship.    He  also  spoke  about  the 
luncheon  tendered  the  high  school  scholarship  winner  from  the  Cambridge  area  by  the  South 
Middlesex  Labor  Council.    Report  accepted. 

Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  reported  that  the  Lawrence-Haverhill  Labor  Council  held 
an  affair  at  which  the  high  school  scholarship  winner  from  the  Lawrence  area  was  presented 
a  check.

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President  Belanger  then  introduced  Louis  Govoni,  Secretary  of  Hotel  &  Wciltresses  Union  No. 
277,  Boston.    Mr.  Govoni  read  the  Resolution  which  they  have  submitted  to  the  forthcoming 
Convention  opposing  placing  additional  taxes  on  hotels,  motels,  and  tourist  homes.    He 
spoke  about  the  liquor  tax,  meal  tax,  etc.    He  a:.so  pointed  out  that  there  is  already  a  tax 
of  approximately  $1.75  per  day  per  room  for  hotels  ,  whether  they  are  rented  or  not.    There 
was  a  discussion  as  to  whether  people  from  out  of  state  would  be  paying  most  of  these  taxes.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  requested  the  assistance  of  all  Council  members  in  regard  to 
getting  new  affiliations.    He  stated  that  the  average  per  capita  tax  is  13<^  per  member  per 
month  and  that  we  only  charge  5^^  and  that  the  Council  needs  more  monies.    He  reminded 
CoTmcil  members  that  the  staff  has  not  had  a  raise  in  more  than  three  years  andthatthe  office 
staff  has  two  less  girls  now..    He  also  stated  that  the  Yearbook  which  covers  the  cost  of  the 
pension  plans  for  the  staff  and  office  staff  is  not  making  enough  money.    He  stated  further 
that  the  Council  needs  more  membership  and  to  have  all  locals  pay  on  their  full  membership. 
He  explained  that  there  are  approximately  500  locals  not  affiliated  with  the  Council. 

President  Camelio  supplemented  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report  and  informed  the  Council 
that  meetings  had  been  held  with  the  Department  Heads  and  a  review  of  their  duties  and 
assignments  had  been  made.    He  stated  that  he  has  reviewed  the  financial  structure,  and 
that  we  had  approximately  297,000  members  when  merger  took  place  and  that  we  had  approxi- 
mately 240,000  as  of  last  June,  but  that  much  of  the  loss  of  membership  was  due  to  auto- 
mation.   He  pointed  out  that  the  Council  took  in  $154,000  last  year  and  expended  $166,000. 
He  stated  that  the  Department  Heads  have  been  instructed  to  work  to  get  each  local  to  pay 
on  their  full  membership  and  to  go  throughout  the  state  and  get  unaffiliated  locals  to  affiliate. 
He  further  stated  that  unless  w^e  get  more  money  we  have  to  think  about  (a)  increasing  per 
capita  tax  (b)  holding  biennial  conventions  instead  of  annual*    He  pointed  out  that  we  hope 
to  improve  the  Yearbook  finances  ,  since  there  were  not  enough  funds  in  that  account  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  pension  program  and  money  had  to  be  taken  from  the  general  fund  to  pay  this 
expense, 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  announced  that  a  new  Executive  Council  list  is  about  to  be 
made  up  and  that  any  changes  should  be  reported  immediately  to  the  Council  office.    Secre- 
tary-Treasurer's Report  was  then  accepted.

Vice  President  DenOi-  suggested  that  we  also  invite  Congressman 
McCormack  tonight.    President  Camelio  agreed  that  we  should  comply  with  this  suggestion. 
^\/oted  received  and  placed  on  file. 

From  AFL-CIO  Department  of  Social  Security  re  medicare.    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read 
communication  sent  in  reply  and  news  release  which  was  sent  out  concerning  this  matter. 
Voted  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

President  Camelio  made  a  recommendation  that  the  Council  appoint  a  Study  Committee  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  holding  conventions  every  two  years  (biennial)  and  review  the 
voting  structure  and  all  other  matters  of  this  nature.    Voted  to  accept  recommendation „ 

President  Camelio  recommended,  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  other  Executive  Officers, 
that  in  all  position  to  be  filled  in  the  state  service  only  one  name  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Governor.

Vice  President  Roberts  made  a  motion  that  four  meetings  be  held 
in  Worcester  and  the  remaining  meetings  be  held  in  Boston,    Vice  President  Stefani  pointed 
out  that  he  is  in  favor  of  rotating  the  meetings  as  long  as  the  hotels  they  are  held  in  are 
union.    Vice  President  Pratt  made  a  motion  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Officers  to  study  and  report  back  no  later  than  the  December  meeting.    Vice  President 
Roberts  withdrev/  his  motion  c    It  was  finally  voted  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Offi- 
cers, 

From  Carpenters  Local  No.  40,  Boston,  regarding  Council's  endorsements  of  political  candi- 
dates.   Voted  received  and  placed  on  file^ 

President  Camelio  spoke  about  COPE  endorsements  and  our  endorsement  and  assistance  to 
Democratic  candidate  for  Governor,  Bellctti.    He  pointed  out  the  new  leaflet  which  has  been 
distributed  regarding  Bellotti's  labor  progrom,    lie  stated  that  v/e  are  going  to  req^jest  more 
money  from  National  COPE. 

Vice  President  Sullivan  asked  who  was  endorsed  by  the  Council  for  Congress  in  the  5th  Dis- 
trict,   It  v/as  pointed  out  that  the  Lowell  Central  Labor  Council  has  endorsed  Congressman 
Bradford  Morse  .and  Vice  President  Sweeney  spoke  on  this  matter.

President  Camelio  pointed 
out  that  the  Standing  Committee  members  were  listed  in  the  Minutes  as  requested  at  the  last 
meeting.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  a  list  of  unaffiliated  locals  in  Massachusetts  had 
been  compiled  for  the  Vice  Presidents  and  Directors,  and  that  a  great  deal  of  work  had  gone 
into  this  compilation. 

President  Camelio  supplemented  the  report  and  pointed  out  that  each  Vice  President  would 
receive  a  list  of  the  unaffiliated  locals  in  their  area  and  that  the  Directors  would  receive  a 
complete  list  of  all  unaffiliated  locals  in  Massachusetts.    He  also  pointed  out  that  the  task 
of  getting  unaffiliated  locals  to  affiliate  would  be  primarily  the  job  of  the  Directors  and  the 
|Vice  Presidents.    He  thanked  the  office  staff  for  their  work  in  compiling  the  lists.    He  ex- 
plained that  an  Executive  Officers  meeting  had  been  held  yesterday  and  that  many  important 
items  had  been  discussed  such  as  telephone  calls,  budget,  etc.    He  also  stated  that  a  list 
of  those  locals  not  paying  on  their  true  membership  would  be  made  up. 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  stated  that  any  officer  of  the  Council  was  willing  to  appear 
^before  any  unaffiliated  local  wishing  them  to  do  so.    He  suggested  that  the  per  capita  tax  be 
^^aised  in  order  to  get  more  monies.    Secretary-Treasurer's  report  accepted  as  one  of  progress. 

Vice  President  McMahon  discussed  the  question  of  per  capita  tax  and  COPE  matters.  Presi- 
dent Camelio  suggested  that  COPE  Director  Alexander  Barkan  be  invited  to  a  future  Executive 
Council  meeting  to  give  his  views  on  COPE  monies  and  other  important  COPE  matters.  Voted 
to  invite  COPE  Director  Barkan  to  a  future  Council  meeting. 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  spoke  about  the  matter  of  getting  unaffiliated  locals  to 
affiliate  with  the  Council, 

Vice  President  McMahon  suggested  that  the  Officers  and  Directors  draw  up  a  program  of  what 
the  State  Labor  Council  does  for  affiliates  and  why  they  should  affiliate,    Secretary-Treasurer 
Loughlin  pointed  out  that  there  are  booklets  in  the  office  on  the  advantages  of  joining  State 
Councils,    President  Camelio  agreed  that  Vice  President  McMahon' s  suggestion  was  good  and 
that  such  a  program  should  be  drawn  up. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  suggested  that  he  make  the  arrangements  for  the  1965  Convention 
to  be  held  in  the  Bradford  Hotel  in  Boston,  It  was  voted,  after  discussion,  that  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  is  to  check  with  various  hotels  and  bring  back  a  report  to  the  Council. 

President  Camelio  appointed  the  following  Council  members  to  the  Study  Committee  (Study 
Committee  to  look  into  the  feasibility  of  increasing  per  capita  tax;    2-year  convention  and 
^nethods  and  mechanics  of  voting,  etc.):    Vice  Presidents  Sullivan,  Olerio,  Pratt,  Lavin,  and 
LaCasse,       It  was  voted  to  approve  the  afore-mentioned  names. 

President  Camelio  reported  that  the  Executive  Officers  had  discussed  the  matter  of  budget  at 
their  last  meeting,  but  that  they  will  have  a  more  detailed  report  for  the  next  Council  meeting. 
Voted  referred  to  the  next  meeting. 

President  Camelio  reported  that  an  agreement  for  a  pension  program  has  been  drawn  up  for 
Legislative  Agent  Albert  G,  Clifton  and  has  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Officers  and  Mr. 
Clifton.    President  Camelio  read  the  agreement  and  a  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  agreement. 
A  discussion  on  this  agreement  then  took  place.    Legislative  Agent  Clifton  spoke  about  the 
agreement  and  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  it.    Director  Broyer  spoke  about  the  need  for 
additional  help  at  the  State  House  in  this  forthcoming  session.    After  further  discussion  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  agreement  and  that  it  should  be  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Council, 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  made  a  motion  that  an  appropriate  gift  be  purchased  by  the 
Officers  for  Mr.  Clifton  and  that  the  January  Council  meeting  would  be  held  in  his  honor.

President  Camelio  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts Labor  Relations  and  Research  Center  which  was  attended  by  Secretary-Treasurer 
H^-oughlin,  Edward  Sullivan,  and  himself.    He  spoke  in  detail  of  this  meeting  and  stated  that 
we  would  hold  a  seminar  on  education  with  the  emphasis  on  the  question  of  how  we  can 
develop  a  good  labor  school.    He  stated  further  that  the  appointment  of  the  Director  to  the 
labor  school  had  been  discussed  and  that  approximately  20  persons  have  applied  for  the 
FCSition  and  out  of  these  20  only  5  are  being  considered,  they  are:    Kenneth  J.  Kelley, 
Harvey  Friedman,  Mr.  Goode,    Mr.  .Starr,  and  Mr.  Heller  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
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He  stated  that  the  position  of  Assistant  Director  had  also  been  discussed  ^  and  that  in  these 
matters  we  only  have  the  right  to  make  recommendations  and  that  the  final  decision  will  be 
^Kmade  by  the  President  of  the  University,    He  stated  further  that  the  University  wants  the 
psrson  who  is  appointed  Director  to  have  a  Ph,D,    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that 
he  had  received  a  communication  from  Kenneth  J.  Kelley  of  AID  informing  him  that  he  is  a 
candidate  for  the  position  of  Director  and  listing  his  qualifications.    Regional  Director  Hugh 
Thompson /  a  Trustee  of  the  Board  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  supplemented  the 
report  by  explaining  more  about  the  proposed  labor  school  and  about  the  needed  qualifications 
for  the  position  of  Director  of  the  school.    Report  accepted  as  progressive.

From  IBEW  Local  1006  endorsing  John  Callahan  for  reappointment  as  Commissioner  of  the  De- 
partment of  Labor  and  Industries.    Vice  President  McCarthy  pointed  out  that  the  Bricklayers 
huve  endorsed  Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  for  reappointment  and  will  so  notify  the 
Governor.

5,  Eliminate  waiting  period  in  workmen's  compensation  -  6,  Increased  weekly  benefits  in 
"Jnempioyment  Compensation  Law  -  7.  Amending  state  weekly  wage  law  to  include  vacations 
and  holidays  -  8.  Blacklist  of  contractors  who  violate  State  Labor  Laws  -  9.  Amend  workmen's 
compensation  to  include  eyeglasses,  hearing  aids  and  dentures  -  10.  Increased  weekly  bene- 
fits under  workmen's  compensation  law  -  11,  Penalty  clause  for  late  payments  of  workmen's 
compensation  -  12.  Unemployment  compensation  benefits  to  persons  out  of  work  who  become 
sick  -  13.  State  Fund  for  Workmen's  Compensation  -  14.   Housing  authority  employees  under 
^^ILRC  -  15.  Amending  the  health  and  welfare  law  to  require  coverage  of  employer's  unilateral 
plans  -  16.  Pro  rata  distribution  of  insurance  dividends  based  on  contributions  by  employe ?s 
and  employers  -  17 .  Amend  State  Labor  Relations  Law  to  cover  employees  of  non-profit  insti- 
tutions.   Director  Broyer  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  good  legislative  program  and  looks  forward 
to  having  many  of  the  vice  presidents  assist  in  legislative  matters  at  the  State  House c    Many 
vice  presidents  commented  on  the  various  bills  to  be  filed.    Vice  President  Sullivan  made  a 
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rtiotion  that  the  Council  submit  a  bill  on  clarification  of  the  Holiday  Law,    It  was  voted  to 
^nclude  such  a  bill  in  the  legislation  to  be  filed.    Vice  President  Valentino  spoke  about  the 
Rarbers*  bills  which  they  would  like  the  Council  to  support.    Director  Broyer  pointed  out  that 
these  bills  are  being  drawn  up  for  the  Barbers  to  file  themselves.    It  was  pointed  out  that  five 
bills  are  being  sent  back  to  the  Individual  locals  to  file  since  they  are  specialized  bills  and 
should  be  filed  by  their  own  particular  union.

A  roll  call  was  then  taken. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  1:15  p,m,  and  resumed  at  2:00  p.m. 

President  Camelio  thanked  all  those  who  worked  so  hard  in  the  political  campaign  and  said  that 
Director  Cass  was  on  a  well-deserved  vacation.    It  was  pointed  out  that  2/3rds  of  the  House 
and  Senate  are  Democrats,    Vice  President  McCarthy  commended  Director  Cass  on  his  fine 
job  in  the  campaign.    President  Camelio  stated  that  the  COPE  operations  need  to  be  improved. 

EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Lavigne  spoke  about  the  progress  of  the  Labor  Education  School.    He  stated  that  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Education  has  not  been  held  as  yet  but  that  one  would  be 
scheduled  shortly.    Director  Lavigne  pointed  out  that  a  resolution  on  the  John  F.  Kennedy 
Memorial  Scholarship  had  been  passed  at  our  recent  Convention  which  calls  for  the  Council 
^o  request      affiliated  locals  to  contribute  to  this  Scholarship  Fund  and  he  recommended  that 
n  letter  be  sent  out.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept  the  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Edu- 
cation Director. 

President  Camelio  spoke  about  the  Public  Relations  Department  and  of  the  improvements  which 
have  been  made  in  the  Department,    He  also  mentioned  that  a  meeting  had  been  held  with  the 
Yearbook  solicitor  and  that  he  expects  improved  finances  in  that  area.    He  explained  that  a 
Workmen's  Compensation  Committee  meeting  had  been  held  and  that  several  attorneys  had 
been  invited  and  attended  this  constructive  meeting.    He  pointed  out  that  Commissioners 
Bowe  and  Donovan  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  had  been  invited  but  were  unable  to  attend. 
He  announced  that  Vice  President  Pratt  would  make  a  more  detailed  report  at  the  next  Council 
meeting. 

Director  Lavigne  spoke  at  length  on  Workmen's  Compensation  and  the  chart  which  he  makes 
available  in  the  Officer's  Report  Booklet  each  year.

Voted  referred  to  the  Legislative  Department. 

From  Massachusetts  Chapter  ADA  re  Congressional  Reform  Workshop  on  December  5.    It  was 
voted  that  one  of  the  Officers  would  attend . 

J'rom  National  COPE  Director  Barkan.    Voted  received  and  placed  on  file. 

From  President  George  Meany  re  the  new  Vocational  Education  Act  1963.    Voted  referred  to  the 
Education  Department. 

It  was  noted  that  there  were  several  letters  of  thanks  from  Convention  speakers  who  were 
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sent  a  picture  of  themselves,  which  had  been  taken  at  the  time  of  their  visit  to  the  Convention. 
p\^oted  placed  on  file. 

It  was  also  noted  that  several  letter  of  thanks  had  been  received  from  various  political  can- 
didates who  received  our  endorsement  and  financial  support.    Voted  placed  on  file. 

President  Camelio  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  of  Histadrut  and  stated  that  he  had  been  ap- 
pointed temporary  Chairman  of  Histadrut  until  this  matter  was  approved  by  the  Council,    It 
was  voted  to  approve  authorization  for  President  Camelio  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  Histadrut, 

Vice  President  Sullivan  made  a  motion  that  the  Council  support  the  repeal  of  Section  14B  of 
the  Taft-Hartley  Act  and  to  notify  President  Meany  and  the  Congressmen  and  Senators  from 
Massachusetts  of  our  position  on  this  matter.    Voted,

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  that  he  had  contacted  hotels  in  the  Boston  area  as 
he  was  instructed  to  do  at  the  last  meeting,  and  that  three  hotels  in  Boston  are  large 
enough  and  able  to  accommodate  our  Convention  the  first  week  in  October  1965. —  they  are: 
the  St atler- Hilton ,  the  Bradford,  and  the  new  Sheraton-Boston  Hotel.    Vice  Prr^s^dent 
McCarthy  made  a  motion  to  have  the  forthcoming  Convention  at  the  Sheraton-Boston  Hotel. 
After  discussion  on  the  matter  of  organizing  the  employees  of  the  new  hotel.  Vice  President 
McCarthy  withdrew  his  motion.    Vice  President  Olerio  made  a  motion  that  the  matter  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Officers  to  decide  on  an  organized  hotel  in  v/hich  to  hold 
the  Convention.    After  further  discussion  it  was  voted  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Officers,    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  on  the  progress  of  our 
affiliation  drive  and  of  urging  locals  to  pay  per  capita  tax  on  their  true  membership.    There 
was  a  discussion  on  this  subject  after  which  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer. 
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Vice  President  Olerio  requested  special  privilege  to  address  the  Council.    It  was  voted  to 
allow  him  to  speak  at  this  time.    Vice  President  Olerio  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Social 
Security  Committee  and  commented  on  the  material  which  he  had  distributed  to  the  Council 
members.    He  made  a  motion  that  we  go  on  record  to  support  the  House  Bill  on  Economic 
Conversion  which  has  been  filed.    Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  spoke  about  the  investi- 
gation by  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries  on  this  matter.    Vice  President  Pratt  spoke 
about  the  make-up  of  the  commission  which  calls  for  eight  members  with  only  one  from  labor. 
Other  Council  members  commented  on  this  matter  and  President  Camelio  reported  that  there 
was  to  be  a  New  England  AFL-CIO  Council  meeting  with  the  Governors  regarding  this.    It  was 
then  voted  to  support  the  Economic  Conversion  Bill. 

Vice  President  Olerio  spoke  at  length  about  the  contract  between  Blue  Cross  and  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  pointed  out  that  the  contract  puts  the  full  load  on  subscribers  for  the 
free  care  and  out-patient  debts  and  also  price  level  depreciation.    There  was  a  lengthy  dis- 
cussion on  the  matter  of  Legal  Counsel  Robt.  Segal  appearing  and  speaking  at  the  Blue  Cross 
hearing.    Vice  President  Deady  suggested  that  the  Council  prepare  a  taxpayers  suit  against 
this  proposed  contract.    It  was  then  voted  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Social  Security  Committee 
and  the  President  draw  up  a  suitable  press  release  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  contract « 
Vice  President  Accardi  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Officers  take  this  matter  of  a  tax- 
payers suit  up  with  the  Counsel.    Voted.

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  wished  the  Council  members  a  Merry  Christmas  on  behalf  of 
the  Officers, 

A  Roll  Gall  was  then  taken.
